It says tha' 
the majority of the miners are not in 
the organization but are forced to 
strike for fear of violence. 


It says that If the mine owners are 


not protected in the conduct of their 
business they will close down and 
let the mines fill up with water. 


The Onieda mine is working short 


handed. Armed guards are stationed 
at the company's property to keep the 
strikers away. Pickets line the roads 
and there is more or less marching. 
No violence has occurred yet.

no surprise to the labor leaders as 
his hospitality toward union labor has 
long been 
manifest. 
In 
fact, the 


manufacturing <joncern at Indianapo- 
lis of which he is the head, has been 
placed on the unfair list by the local 
unions and open warfare between Mr. 
Parry and the unions has been in ex- 
istence for some time. 
The labor 


leaders, however, say that Mr. Par- 
ry allowed his _ personal animosity to 
carry him too far in his denunciation 
of trades unions before the manufac- 
turers. 
AmonjT other things he 
is 


quoted as saying that labor unions 
are an un-American institution, that 
they <lo not place their reliance on 
reason and just'ce and that they have 
bc< ome a menace to free government. 


' It is a despotism in the midst of 


a liberty loving people," declared the 
president of the manufacturers' asso- 
ciation, and continued: "Its history 
is Ftained with blood and ruin. Wrongs 
committed by it cry unto Heaven. It 
demands of Congress the pri\ilege of 
violating laws against the destruction 
of property. 
It extends its

coercion and intimidation every- 


where, disctating to press and politi-

and

thought and American manhood. 
It 


holds a bludgeon over the head of ev- 
ery employer.

NEW LONDON, Conn.. April 16.— 


The Minnesota, the first of tee large 
cargo, ships building for the Great Nor- 
thern railroad, was successfully launch- 
ed today at the yards of the Eastern 
Shipbuilding Company at Groton. The 
christening ceremony was performed 
by Miss Clara Hill, daughter of Presi- 
dent J. J. Hill, In the presence of a 
great crowd of spectators who ap- 
plauded enthusiastically as the 
big 


vessel slid down the greased ways and 
took her initial dip in salt water. 


The Minnesota, which is larger than 


any vessel ever before built In this 
country, and is only equalled in size 
In the world's fleet by the Celtic, the 
Cedric and the new Kaiser Wilhelm II, 
is 630 feet long, 73 feet 6 Inches beam 
and 56.5 feet from keel to upper deck, 
having nine decks in all. The total 
cargo capacity is 30,000 
tons 
dead 


weight. The ship has hatches so large 
that a locomotive or a freight car can 
be lowered into the hold intact, ready 
to be hoisted upon the rails In some 
foreign land. 


1 ne crew will be mostly Asiatic, with 


white officers in charge, and number In 
all 250. The vessel is built fcr long 
voyages on the Pacific, the dtstanc* 
from Seattle »o Honolulu being about 
2300 miles, and from the latter port to 
Yokohoma about 3500. 


The bunker capacity Is 6000 tons and 


the mammoth ship will have two verti- 
cal Inverted direct acting triple expan- 
sion surface condensing marine en- 
gines, driving twin screws and having 
an Indicated horse power of about 10,- 
000 at seventy-eight revolutions per 
minute to push her on to her destina- 
tion at a fourteen knot gait.
